2-Way VCR/TV Distribution Ampiifier 

Your 2-Way VCR/TV Distribution Ampiifier aiiows you to ampiify and distribute the VHF signais 
from cabie TV/FM, a VCR, or a video disc piayer to two different iocations. 

Ampiification is desirabie when a signai is spiit, to assure that the signai is stiii strong enough when 
it reaches the receiving unit (TV, FM Tuner, or another VCR). 

Important: This unit is not intended for use with outdoor VHF/UHF antennas. For ampiification of 
those signais, we recommend our UHFA/HF/FM Ampiified Coupier. 

Aii connections shouid be made using coaxiai cabie avaiiabie at your iocai RadioShack store. Use 
oniy the iength of cabie necessary for the connections. Do not ieave extra cabie coiied up behind 
the TV or VCR. 

If you want to connect one of the output jacks to a TV that has oniy 300-ohm screw terminais, use 
a 75-to-300 ohm matching transformer (Cat. No.15-1140).

• This ampiifier is designed to ampiify existing signais and to deiiver a strong signai through 
muitipie in-home connections. It will not enhance a poor signal. 

• To avoid reflections or “shadows” in your picture, an output terminal that is not connected to a 
receiver (TV or VCR) should be terminated using terminating resistors (Cat. No. 15-1144). 


NOTE TO CATV SYSTEM INSTALLER: This reminder is provided to call the CATV system installer’s 
attention to Article 820-40 of the NEC that provides guidelines for proper grounding and, in particular, 
specifies that the cable ground shall be connected to the grounding system of the building, as close to the 
point of cable entry as practical.
